On the 20th January, the preliminaries of a treaty

At {1 o'clock, the breeze springing up, the signal 
was made, and the Fieet stood in. 
| The attack on Anunghoy I entrusted to Captain 
| Sir H. Le Fleming Senhouse of H. M. S. Blenheim, 
| having with him the Melville, Queen Steamer, and 
four Rocket Boats. The Wellesley, Calliope, Sama- 
rang, Druid, Herald, Alligator, and Modeste were 
opposed to the Batteries on the Svuth, South-West, 
and North-West of Wangtong, and the Forts on the 
| Western side of the Channel. 

In less than an hour the Batteries on Wangtong 
were silenced, and the troops (under Major Pratt of 
26th Cameronians) which had been previously 
arked in the Nemesis and Madagascar Steam- 
ers, cousisting of the detachments of M. 26th 
and 49th Regiments, 37th Madras Native Infantry, 
and Bengal Volunteers, togetuer with the Royal 
Marines, were landed, and in a few minutes Masters 
of the Island, without any loss; 1,300 Chinese sur- 
rendered, 

The Anunghoy Batteries had now been silenced 
by the beautiful precision with which the fire of the 
Blenheim, Melville, and Queen had been directed, 
and perceiving that the enemy were shaken, Sir Le 
Fleming Senhouse, at the head of the Marines 
and small-arm men landed on the Southern battery, 
and drove them in succession from that, and the 
two others, and at one o'clock the British colors were 
flying on the whole chain of these celebrated works; 
and the animated gallantry displayed by the whole 
force, convinces me that alinost any namber of men 
the Chinese gould collect, would not be able to 
stand before thein for a moment. 

Our casualties are trifling, five wounded, slightly, 
in the whole force; the main-top-must, and furr- 
yard of the Blenheim were shot through, one 3% 
pounder gun rendered unserviceable, several shot in 
the hull, and the rigging much cut up: the Melville's 
i wounded, and rigging considerably 
struck in several places, 
erely a few roj ut. The 
loss of the enemy was severe, but not eo heavy as at 
Chuenpee, 1,300 (as before stated) having thrown 
down their arms. I shouldestimate their killed aad 
wounded at 250 in Wangtong; probably as many ia 
Anunghoy; at which place the Chinese Admiral, 
Kwan, and several other Mandarines of rank fell. 
The body of the Admiral was recognized by his fami- 
ly, and taken away the day after the action, under

The war Junks exeaped up the river, where the 
Ships were prevented pursuing them, by a strong raft 
placed wcrous the passage. The Gunw, and other 
quunitions were destroyed. In thie gallant affair the 
casualties, (considering the opposing force,) are few ; 
1 killed ; $ dangerously, and 5 slightly, wounded. 

On the morning of the Ist Instant I proceeded up 

the river, to join the advanced Squadron, in the 

Madagaccar Steamer, taking the transport Sophia in 

tow ; Captain Maitland with the Boats and 100 sinall- 

arm men, together with the Marines of the Wellesley, 
accompanied me, The Queen taking the Eagle trans- 
port in tow, on board which Ship I had embarked the 

Marines of the Blenheim, Melville, and Druid, also 

attended by the boate of those Ships, all being armed 

with their Guns and Howitzers. 

On arriving at Whampoa, I found from Captain 
Herbert's report, that the enemy were in considerable 
force at the end of “Junk reach,” having as usual 
sunk several lurge Junks in the river, and further 
protected themselves by @ strong double line of stakes 
across it, and jarge Bamboos and branches of trees 
between them, On the following morning I detuch- 
ed Commander Belcher, in H. M. S. Sulphur, up 
Junk river to. reconnoitre, that Ship being taken in 
tow by three of the Wellesley’s boats, under com- 
mand of Ligutenant Symonds, Senior Lieutenant of 
the latter Ship; on rounding a point on the right 
bank, they came in front of a low battery of 25 Guns, 
masked by thick branches of trees which opened 
a heavy fire on them; Lieutenant Symonds instantly 
cut the tow rope, and gallantly dashed into the battery, 
driving the enemy before him, and killing several 
of their number. The Sulphur anchored, and sume 
shot from her completely routed them from the 
thick underwood in the vicinity, in which they had 
taken shelter, the guns were destroyed, and the maga- 
zine, and other cousumable materiel set on fire. ‘The 
number of troops wav probably 250, and they were of 
the Chosen Tartars; their loss was about 15 or 20 
killed—ours was one seaman of the Wellesley mor- 
tully wounded, (since dead), and the boats were repeat- 
edly struck by grape shot. 

As soon asa cursory survey of the river was inade, 
the Herald, Alligator, Modeste, and Eagle and Sophia 
transports were pushed forward, within gun shot of 
Hq 's Fort; and thus, for the first time were

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The river here ie about 500 yards wide: 2,000 yards 
in front is a long low Inland, which divides the 
into two branches, and on the extreme Eastern point 
of which stood a Fort, mounting $5' Guns, built to 
commemorate the .discomfiture, and death of the 
late: Lord Napier; from thia Fort, a line of well- 
constructed. and secured rafts, (forming a bridge), 
extended to both sides of the river; on ite right 
bank, flanking Nupier’s Fort, and the raft, wae a 
mud battery intended for 85 Guns, on the left 
a battery, alao flanking Napier's Fort, on which the 
enemy had 44Guns, most of which they withdrew 
‘on the night of the 4th. In addition to these defences, 
stone Junks were sunk iu all parts of the river 
between the stakes and the left of Napier’s Fort, 
which raft also rested upon sunken Junke, secured on 
either side within piles. 

The position seomed formidable, and on’ the Sth, 
the Major General ang myself prepared to attack ft, 
He landed at the Joss-house, having with him the 
Royal Marines, and detachment of 26th, for the pur- 
pose of taking the. battery on the left bank; the 
ships weighed, and dropped up with the tide ; on the 
approach of the first ship, the enemy firod all their 
Guns, and fled across the rafts, and in boats. The 
British colors were then hoisted. 

A Paper was issued calling on the people to 
place confidence in us, and to avoid hostile move- 
ments, in which latter case protection was ensured to 
them, At noon the Kwang-Chow-Foo, or Prefect, 
accompanied by the Hong merchants, came down, 
and after along discussion with the Plenipotentiary, 
admitted, that Keshen been degraded, and the 
newly appointed Commissioncra not having arrived, 
there was no Government authorized to treat for 
peace, or make any arrangements, they confessed the 
truth of the reports we had heard, that the greatest 
consternation exivted in the city, and that every per- 
son who could quit it had done so ; in fact, that If was 
at our mercy, and it has ao remained, a monument cf 
British magnanimity and forbearance; I fear, bow. 
ever, that the forbearance is misunderstood, and. that 
a further punishment must be resorted to before this 
arragant and perfidious Government is brought to 
Treason. 

Hi. M. Plenipotentiary being however desirous to 
try the effect of another Proclamation, and to show 
his desire for an equitable adjustment of affairs, 
dressed the Major General and myself, requesti 
that we would make no further movement towards the 
City, until the disposition of the Provincial Govern- 
ment Officers was put to the test, as far as regards 
their non-interference; and we have consequently 
remained in stats uo, but reports (on which we can 
rely,) are daily reaching us, which state that fire 
vessels are fitting out about 7 miles “above Canton: 
Forts, in the rear of the City, in course of erection, and 
the people are forbidden to bring us supplies, while 
the Teas and Silks, and every other valuable, are re- 
moving from it. 

These proceedings, so directly contrary to the 
urances of pacific intentions, (which they are ever 
ready to deal forth in profusion,) lead jne to the con- 
clusion, that we shall have to proceed even at the 
tisk of the destruction of the second City of the 
Empire, an event exceedingly likely to occur from its 
abandonment by the authorities, and the excesses of 
the lower classes of a community proverbially. bad. 
The responsibility must, however, rest on the he 
Of those authorities, . -

My Lorp,—In continuation of my letter of the 
10th Instant, I have the satisfaction to inform your 
Lordship that on the 15th, I received areport from 
in Herbert of Her Majesty’s Ship ‘ Calliope,” 
detailing a well executed attack on the only remsia- 
ing Fort protecting the approaches tothe City of Can- 
ton. This Fort is situate about 10 miles from the 
‘anchorage at Whampoa, up a narrow and intricate 
Channel which ends in the Broadway, or Macao 
passage from Canton. The attack commenced about 
5p. M. from the “ Modeste,” and “ Madagascar,” 
ateamer, with the Boats of the Squadron, and in 
an hour the worke were in our possession, the Chin: 
keeping-up a well directed fire until the Boats’ Crews 
were in the act of scaling the Walle, when they gave 
way and fled in all directions. They were devoting 
their whole attention to the strengthening of the de- 
fences of this post and had rendered it one of the 
most formidable which had been encountered ; I am 
therefore happy that it isin our hands; the loss of 
the Chinese is not correctly known; many were 
found dead in the Fort—our own casualties do not 
amount to more than three wounded. 

‘The zealous desire of every Officer and man in 
the Squadron to seek oocasions in which to distinguish 
themselves, has led to the performance of various 
well executed services ; amongst them is the forcing 
the inner passage from Macao to Whampoa, which 
wae deemed by the C! impenetrable to Fo- 
reigners. Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary having re- 
presented to the Senior Officer in Macao Roads the 
great advantages likely to accrue by this step, his 
views were at once acceded to by Captain Scott, and 
Preparations made for carrying it into effect. At 
3 A.M. onthe 13th the “Nemesis” with the Boats of 
the “ Samarang” in tow weighed from Macao Roads, 
and proceeded over the flats between Twee-lieu- 
and Toi-koke-tow Isjands to the Broadway river, at 
8 a. M. they came in sight of Motao Fort, and the 
Steamer having taken up an enfilading position, where 
not agun of the enemy could bear upon her, opened 
her fire, whilst the boats proceeded to the attack: on 
their approach the Chinese abandoned the place ; 
thirteen guns were found mounted which were com- 
-pletely destroyed, the buildings set fire to, and a train 
laid to the Magazine, which exploded before the 
boats returned to the “ Nemesis.” On reaching Point 
sHow—Hoak-Tow the river is divided into two Chan- 
mele, thatto the right takes a sodden sharp turn and 
becomes very contracted in its breadth, here they 
discovered Tai-yat-kok, a field battery (very recently 
constructed) of 14 Guns very strongly posted, ona 
tising ground, situated on the left bank of the river 
(surrounded by overflowed paddy fields) which enfiladed 
the whole line of the reach leading up to it; as the 
Steamer appeared round the Point, the Enemy open- 
























ed an animated fire upon her, which was smartly kept | i 


most effectually returned by the two Guns 
Nemesis” whieh vessel threw her shot, 
shells and rockets admirably; the boats advanced 
under the slight cover of the bank, but before a land- 
ing could be effected on their flank, they abandoned 
the Guns, when posession of the work was taken by a 
narrow pathway which could only be passed in single 
files ; the Guns were destroyed and the buildings and 
materiel consigned to the flames and blown up; 
meanwhile a detachment of the boats had gone over to 
the opposite aide of the river, and destroyed a Military 
Btation or Depot. At noon 9 War Junks were seen 
‘over the land, and chase immediately given. On en- 
tering the reach in which they were, Captain Scott 
observed on the right bank of the river a new battery, 
scarcely finished, with 10 embrasures, but without 
guns, and Hochang Fort cldee to it, well built of gra- 
nite, surrounded by a wet ditch, and mounting 





14 guns and 6 giojalls. Abreast of these (which they 
flanked) the river was strongly staked across, through 
the centre of which the last Junk had passed, and the 
opening again secured. The enemy immediately 
commenced firing from the fort and Junks, which was 
replied to by the “ Nemesis” with good effect, while 
the boats opened a passage through the stakes, and 
dashed on to the attack of Hochang, and the Junks; 
the former was secured by wading the ditch and en. 
tering the embrasures, and the latter, seeing the fall 
of the fort, became so panic-stricken, that on the ap- 
proach of the boats seven got on shore, their crews 
jumping overboard immediately they grounded, two 
‘Junks alone escaping. Lieutenant Bower in pushing 
to cut them off, discovered Fiesha-kok on the left 
bank of the river, within 100 yards of the advanced 
Junk eground, which fort mounting 7 guns, 
opened a heavy fire of grape upon him; observing that 
the Junks were abandoned by their crews, he turned 
all hie attention to his new opponents, whom he drove 
out of their strong hold by passing through the adjoin- 
ing town and taking them in reverse. 

In the meantime Mr. Hall dexterously managed in 
getting his vessel through the centre passage of the 
stakes, which fortunately was just sufficiently wide to 
admit of her passing. At 2-30, the boats returned to 
the Steamer after having destroyed all the guns and 
set fire to Fiesha-kok Fort, and the 7 war Junks, 
which all blew up within a quarter of an hour; chase 
to the two escaped Junks re-commenced, during which 
they passed two dismantled forte; at 4 P.M. they 
arrived off the large provincial Town of Hiangshan, 
one of the large war Junke preceding them abouta 
mile, the dense population thickly crowded the Banks, 
Boats, Junks, House-tops, the large Pagoda, and 
surrounding Hills; both sides of the River were 
packed by the trading craft of the country in the 
closest possible order, the centre of the river (which 
ia very narrow here) having merely sufficient space to 
allow the Steamer’s paddle boxes to pass clear of the 
Junks moored to its banks ; not the slightest fear wat 
manifested by the people, but several Mandarint 
took to their Boats and followed the War Junks, 
which were closed «o rapidly that one of them 
ran on shore, the Crew jumping overboard; thi 
steamer brought up abreast of her and destroyed 
her; while thus employed, the fort of Sheang-chap, 
within 200 yards, (but hidden by some inter- 
vening trees) opened its fire, which was instantly 
returned, and the boats with the Marines of the “Sa 
marang” stormed it, ite 8 Guns were destroyed ; 4 
number of Chinese Troops coming down towarde thi 
fort made it necessary to fire two or three shot, which 
going directly in the midst of the body, scattered anc 
dispersed them in an iostant. At 6 p.m. the Junl 
and fort were fred, and the steamer passed on into t 
narrow shallow Channel, scarcely more than thi 
breadth of a Canal, when she anchored head and stert 
for the night. 

At daylight on the morning of the 14th, they weigh 
ed aud proceeded up the river in the steamer's draugh 
of water, and not broader than her own length ground 
ally on both sides, at 7-50 arrived at thi 
large village of Hong-how, with a fort of the sam 
name at the upper part, which flanked a strong ant 
broad line of stakes twenty feet wide, completely acros 
the river, filled up in the centre by large sunken jank 
laden with stones ; on discovering the fort the Nemesi 
opened fire, which was instantly returned by th 
Enemy ; asin all the preceding actions they fled th 
moment the boats landed to attack them ; they ha 
evidently expected to be assailed on the opposite sid: 
to that by which the “ Nemesis’’ approached, the wall 
being piled up with sandbags outside in that direo 
tion; nine guns were destroyed here and the for 
blown up; after the “ Nemesis” had made good her 
paege through the stakes, which wag effected afte:

At daylight ou the 15th the ‘* Nemesia” continued 
her course upwards, and at 7-30 arrived off the large 
village Zamchow, under the banks of which a number 
of soldiers with matchlocks were descried endeavour- 
ing to conceal themselves, upon whonta fire of musket- 
ry was opened, which dispersed all thoes who were 
unhart in less than a minute. 

On moving up to Tegnei, a large town on the left 
bank of the river, three forts were passed, all dis- 
mantled and abandoned, the Custom House of the lat- 
ter place was destroyed as well as a War Junk mount- 
ing seven guos, which the crew bad quitted oa the ap- 
proach of the steamer. On.proceeding up to W’ 
,poa, three more dismantled forts..were observed, and 
at 4 P.M. the “ Nemesis” came to in that anchora 
having (in conjunction with the boats) destroyed fi 
F ne Battery, two Military Stations, and nine War 
yin which were 115 Guns and 8 Ginjails, thus 
proving to the enemy that the British flagcan be dis- 
played throughout their inner waters wherever ‘and 
whenever it is thought proper by us, against any de- 
fance or mode they may adopt to prevent it. This ser- 
vice has been performed without the loss of a single 
man on our side, and only three seamen slightly wound- 
ed belonging to H. M. Ship “Samarang.” The 
greatest praise is due to Mr. W. H. Hall, R. N., Com- 
mander of the ‘‘ Nemesis” for the cool, unwearied, and 
zealous performance of his duties (undercircumstances 
of frequent danger and difficulty) at all times, more 
especially in thus traversing a navigation never before 
passed by a European boat or ve

At 4p, m. they arrived off a Military station, a shot 
was fired into the principal building, which drove out

It is not provided that in cases in which the full period of two years absence is composed of accumulated 
Teaver, the intervals of time passod in the performance of duty shall Lo reckoned in part uf the three years 
which must expire before a Servant is eligible to a new eeries of leave. 

But. if this were not allowed the operation of the Rule might be unintentionally severe on a Servant whose 
health should compel him to obtain leave of absence for a portion of the two years, say fur only a month, at 
the extremity of the three years aftor the date of his return, the same Servant having been already absent for 
23 months either all at once, or his absences at different times having accumulated to23 months: it would 
not have been intended by the Rule that after 33 months of duty, b entitled to one month on account of 
the old score, a new series of leave or a single instance of leave on Sick Certificate should not be obtainable 
for threo years from the expiration of that one or 36th raontn. 

The Rules do not prescribe any different rate of deduction from allowancos during absonce on Sick Certi- 
ficate within the Territories of the East India Company and during similar abseuce at the Cape of Good Hope, 
or within the limits out of the Territories of the Bast India Company declared in Section IV. But they fix the 
computation of the Servant's absence beyond the Presidencies to be from tho date of leaving tu the date of re+ 
turning to the Port of his Presidency,

CVice-Catancenton’s Counr, Fru, 22.J—This 
was a case (DAVIS AND OTHERS v. BRYANT,) In which 
snapplication was made upon notice fora special inju 
tion, to testrain th ndant from using labels which 
were counterfeits uf those used by the plaintiffs. Tue 
plaintiffs are Messrs. Hesketh Davis and Co. the 
eminent oil aud pickle dealers of Leadenhall-street, 
and the defendant is the superintendent James's 
workhouse. From the statements of the learned 
counsel, it appeared that the pichles of the pluinnffs 
having acquired considerable reputation ia India, the 
defendant, who has a son there, had been in the habit 
for some time of sending articles to him, the bottles of 
which were labelled h au exact imitation of the bot- 
tles used by the plaintiffs. This was not discovered by 
the plaintiffs till a short time ago, and the manner of 
that discovery was rather singular. A note was went to 
the plaintiffs from an engraver, stating that he thought 
it would be a great improvement if they would have 
the plate of their labels touched up a little, ws it bad 
become the worse for use. This communication sur- 
knowing that the party who had written 
to them was not the engraver whom they employed, 
and they immediately waited upon the engraver, when, 
to their astonishment, they discovered that the plate 
was @ spurious one, aud that it had been sent to the 
engraver by the defeadant, Upon this a remonstrance 
was sent to the defendant, but without effect, and the 
only course left open to the plaintiffs for the purpose 
of putting down this simple and modest use of their 
labels by the defendant, was to apply to that court for 
the injunction.
